of his loving wife, Dianne. He 
was 83. 

Born October 6, 1936, in De- 
troit to Dr. A.F. and Marjorie 
Litzenburger, the family 
moved to Boyne City when he 
was almost two years old. 
Northern Michigan’s open 
spaces and pristine waters 
became his playground and 
filled his zest for adventure 
as a young boy and young 
man. He loved fishing and ca- 
noeing the Boyne River and 
nearby streams, sailing Lake 
Charlevoix and waters be- 
yond, hunting birds and rab- 
bits across meadows and 
woodlands, and skiing at 
Boyne Mountain. 

Boo attended Boyne City 
Public Schools, graduating 
from Boyne City High School 
in 1955, where he was an ac- 
complished skier and won 
state championships. He was 
also an early member of the 
Boyne Mountain Ski Patrol, 
and continued his life-long 
passion for skiing into his 
70s. He received his bache- 
lor’s degree from University 
of Michigan in 1959 where he 
was affiliated with the Delta 
Tau Delta Fraternity and his 
Juris Doctor degree from De- 
troit Law School in 1963 
where he was a member of 
the Delta Theta Phi Law Fra- 
ternity. 

In 1959, he married 
Cameron Reycraft. After he 
worked for a year with the 
Michigan Corporation and 
Securities Commission in De- 
troit, they returned home to 
northern Michigan where 
they had two smart, beauti- 
ful, and successful children — 
Gow and Liesel. 

Boo practiced law in 
Petoskey with various part- 
ners for 37 years, specializing 
in general civil litigation with 
a strong emphasis on busi- 
ness and real property mat- 
ters. He eventually joined the 
first team developing the for- 
mer Penn-Dixie Cement 
Company (now called Bay 
Harbor) and practiced real 
estate with Sotheby’s Inter- 
national Realty in Bay Har- 
bor and Harbor Springs, 
retiring when he was 80. 

While vacationing in 
Bonaire and in between ex- 
ploring the island, snorkeling 
and becoming certified scuba 
divers, Boo and Dianne mar- 
ried on March 27, 1995, after 
being together for more than 
12 years. This year they cele- 
brated their 25th anniver- 
sary. 

Boo and Dianne lived a life 
packed with adventure, 
friendships, and love. To- 
gether and with friends they 
traveled across the United 
States, Canada, the 
Caribbean Islands, and Eu- 
rope. Upon returning to Har- 
bor Springs, they always 
remarked that their favorite 
place on earth was the home 
they had together. Every sea- 
son Boo introduced Dianne to 
the hidden jewels of north- 
ern Michigan, where they 
would explore tucked away 
places, hike, picnic, ski, or 
just sit and admire its beauty. 
They loved to sail and boat on 
the Great Lakes, and enjoyed 
hosting dinner parties and 
entertaining friends at their 
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home, and working in their 
gardens. 

Professionally, Boo pre- 
sented and won two oral ar- 
guments before the Michigan 
Supreme Court, both from 
the environmentalist’s point 
of view involving lake access. 
He won numerous awards 
and served on the boards of 
the Emmet-Charlevoix Bar 
Association, American Red 
Cross, Emmet County Chap- 
ter of the American Cancer 
Society and the Petoskey Re- 
gional Chamber of Com- 
merce. In 1967, he joined the 
board of the then Lockwood- 
MacDonald Hospital and 
from the beginning worked 
toward a merger of the two 
Petoskey hospitals. He served 
on the combined board of 
Northern Michigan Hospitals 
in 1977 and ultimately served 
as Chair of the Board of 
Trustees. 

The habits and hobbies of 
Boo’s youth stayed with him 
all his life. His older brother 
Albert organized an eclectic 
group of guys, including Boo, 
to explore the wilderness of 
Canada by canoe. They called 
themselves the Gunnel Grab- 
bers. In 1971, the first canoe 
trip took the 10 men along 33 
miles of the Sand River, 
where they experienced lake 
paddling, excellent white 
water, shallow stretches, 
river paddling, and hours of 
conversation around the 
campfire. The annual canoe 
trip every June — in 2021, cele- 
brating 50 years - took them 
to unchartered streams and 
lakes: canoeing, camping, 
fishing, portaging, eating, 
drinking and bonding around 
the campfire. The Gunnel 
Grabbers continues with 
sons and grandsons of the 
original members as well as 
other men sharing new ad- 
ventures. 

In 1971, Boo and a group of 
other men challenged a new 
development near Harbor 
Springs. Although they won 
in court, they thought there 
would never be enough 
money to challenge every de- 
velopment. So how does one 
get landowners to give up 
their property or develop- 
ment rights? Thus, the Little 
Traverse Conservancy was 
founded in 1972 by seven men 
- John Fischer, David Irish, 
Ed Koza, Earl Larson, Boo 
Litzenburger, Frank Pierce 
and John Tanton. Now, 48 
years later, the Conservancy 
has protected more than 
62,000 acres of land, 150 miles 
of shoreline and 110 miles of 
hiking trails. Some 150,000 
students participate in its ed- 
ucational programs. 

He also championed the 
area’s waterways and in the 
early 2000s, while working as 
an attorney for several area 
governmental units, helped 
establish the Harbor Springs 
Area Sewage Authority to 
eliminate waste from enter- 
ing Little Traverse Bay and 
surrounding waters. 

Boo enjoyed his “guy 
friends” at the Eagle’s Hall 
on Mondays for lunch, and 
breakfasts with his fellow 
PIPs (previously important 
people) at The Bistro. A vora- 
cious reader, he always en- 
joyed debating local and 
national politics, and solving 
the world’s problems. 

He was a dedicated father 
and grandfather who cher- 
ished his daily phone calls 
with his children, and keep- 
ing up with his grandchil- 
dren’s activities. 

Boo is survived by his wife, 
Dianne (Murray) Litzen- 
burger, Harbor Springs; son 
Gow Litzenburger, Boyne 
City; daughter and son-in-law 
Liesel and Hank Meijer and 
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grandchildren Cali and 
Hardy, Grand Rapids; their 
mother Cameron O’Keefe, 
Grand Rapids; his sister 
Nancy (Litzenburger) and 
William Watt of Florida, 
niece Heather Watt; sister-in- 
law Sue (Albert) Litzen- 
burger of Boyne City; 
brother-in-law and sister-in- 
law James and Regina Mur- 
ray, Tennessee, nephews 
Matthew and John; sister-in- 
law and brother-in-law Pam 
(Murray) and Randy Dean, 
Colorado, niece Michelle and 
husband Robbie Kerback, 
nephew Keith Dean; sister-in-

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Governor releases Safe Schools Roadmap 


Governor Gretchen Whit- 
mer released the MI Safe 
Schools Return to School 
Roadmap, a comprehensive 
document to help districts 
create local plans for in-per- 
son learning in the fall. The 
Roadmap outlines a number 
of safety protocols for 
schools to implement in each 
phase of the governor’s MI 
Safe Start Plan. The governor 
also signed Executive Order 
2020-142, which provides a 
structure to support all 
schools in Michigan as they 
plan for a return of PreK-12 
education in the fall. 

“Our students, parents, 
and educators have made in- 
credible sacrifices during our 
battle with COVID-19,” said 
Governor Whitmer. “Thanks 
to our aggressive action 
against this virus, the teach- 
ers who have found creative 
ways to reach their students, 
and the heroes on the front 
lines, Iam optimistic that we 
will return to in-person 
learning in the fall. The MI 
SafeSchools Return to School 
Roadmap will help provide 
schools with the guidance 
they need as they enact strict 


safety measures to continue 
protecting educators, stu- 
dents, and their families. I 
will continue working closely 
with the Return to Learn Ad- 
visory Council and experts in 
epidemiology and public 
health to ensure we get this 
right, but we also need more 
flexibility and financial sup- 
port from the federal govern- 
ment. This crisis has had 
serious implications on our 
budget, and we need federal 
support if we’re going to get 
this right for our kids.” 

“The most important thing 
we can do as we prepare to 
reopen school buildings in 
the fall is closely examine the 
data and remain vigilant in 
our steps to fight this virus,” 
said MDHHS Chief Deputy 
for Health and Chief Medical 
Executive Dr. Joneigh Khal- 
dun.

To help combat the alarm- 
ing increase of out-of-hospi- 
tal medical emergencies and 
deaths that occurred in 
Michigan this spring, Dr. 
Joneigh Khaldun, Michigan 
Department of Health and 
Human Services (MDHHS) 
chief medical executive and 
chief deputy for health, is 
urging residents not to avoid 
seeking help in a medical 
emergency. 

“Tt is incredibly important 


that people not delay care, 
especially if they are having 
concerning symptoms like 
chest pain, difficulty breath- 
ing or dizziness,” Khaldun 
said. “Hospitals and EMS 
providers are working hard 
to keep patients safe, so 
please contact them if you 
are having a medical emer- 
gency.”

Offield Fami 
Opens trails 


\Just over two months 
after completing its pur- 
chase, the Little Traverse 
Conservancy has opened the 
280-acre Offield Family View- 
lands property to the public 
for nature enjoyment. This 
spectacular property was 
protected in April thanks to 
a significant grant from the 
Offield Family Foundation. 
The property was previously 
owned by a land investor 
and, before that, was known 
as the Little Traverse Bay 
Golf Club. 

More than 4% miles of 
designated trails following 
old golf cart paths are avail- 
able for hiking, biking, bird 
watching and other similar 
non-motorized activities. In 
addition to the classic view 
of Little Traverse Bay en- 
joyed by the parking area, in- 
credible views of the Inland 
Waterway are featured from 
different high points of the 
trails. 

Conservancy Executive Di- 
rector Kieran Fleming ex- 
plains that the new trails 
skirt the old golf greens 
which are being converted to 
native meadows. “We have 
mown paths to clarify the 
trail route and guide people 
away from the areas we are 
restoring,” Fleming ex- 
plains. “We also want the 
public to know that the old 
restaurant, clubhouse, snack 
shack, and other buildings 
remain locked while we con- 
tinue to evaluate future 
plans for them. We hope to 
have a much better idea 
within a few months, but will 
take up to a year to formu- 
late our plans.” 

A special ceremony was 
held this past Monday with 
the Offield Family to cele- 
brate the land’s protection 
and the decades of land pro- 
tection that have been made 
possible in northern lower 
and eastern upper Michigan 
with Offield Family Founda- 
tion support. 

“To date, 80 of our land 
protection projects protect- 
ing more than 7,800 acres 
throughout our service area 
were made possible with 
funding from this founda- 
tion,” Fleming said. “These 
projects have literally been 
spread throughout our en- 
tire five-county service area. 
Yet many of them are lands 
that we drive by daily and 
take for granted the natural

vation Officer Brad Dohm 
made an unexpected new 
friend this summer. 

Corporal Dohm was off 
duty, enjoying the summer 
evening on Friday, June 19, 
when he received a call 
about a missing 3-year-old 
girl. The toddler had been 
reported missing from a 
nearby trailer park in 
Emmet County for approx- 
imately 95 minutes. Famil- 
iar with Dohm’s extensive 
search and rescue skills, 
the Little Traverse Town- 
ship supervisor directly 
contacted Dohm to assist 
with the search. 

Dohm has a military 
background and is a land 
navigation instructor with 
more than 20 years of ex- 
perience. He teaches new 
conservation officers how 
to track missing individu- 


als by looking for clues in 
the landscape. 

Without hesitating, 
Dohm logged into service 
and reported to the start- 
ing location dispatch pro- 
vided him. 

Dohm navigated and 
tracked a deteriorated trail 
that he believed was the 
girl’s path. Within 39 min- 
utes of logging into serv- 
ice, Dohm located the girl 
in a fenced field, south of 
Powers Road. She had 
walked a quarter of a mile 
through a thick, wooded 
area, across a small creek, 
barbed wire, electric fence 
and a grass pasture. 

Happy to see Dohm, the 
girl appeared to be in good 
condition — aside for count- 
less bug bites. While carry- 
ing the toddler out of the 
woods, Dohm learned that 


her favorite color is pink, 
she was very hungry and 
wanted to see her mother. 

Dohm reunited the child 
with her mother who was 
waiting with emergency 
medical services person- 
nel. 

“Cpl. Dohm made excel- 
lent use of his search and 
rescue skills,” said Assis- 
tant Chief Steven Burton, 
DNR Law Enforcement Di- 
vision. “We’re proud of 
Cpl. Dohm’s immediate re- 
sponse to jump into action 
and help. This search and 
rescue incident is a prime 
example of why we embed 
conservation officers 
throughout the state and 
provide them with the 
equipment they need to be 
successful.”

safely get the lifesaving help 
they need,” said Jack Fisher, 
MAAS president and execu- 
tive director of Medic 1 Am- 
bulance in Berrien County. 
“Every minute counts ina 
medical emergency and we 
hope this alarming trend of 
people avoiding care and 
dying needlessly doesn’t 
continue.” 

Nationally, the Centers for 
Disease Control and Preven- 


tion reported emergency 
department visits declined 
by 42 percent during the 
early months of the pan- 
demic with a 23 percent de- 
crease in emergency visits 
for heart attacks and a 20 
percent decrease for stroke 
in the 10 weeks following the 
declaration of a national 
emergency due to COVID-19. 


Stay safe this summer 
by looking out for 
harmful algal blooms 


If you or your family will 
be living near or visiting 
Michigan waters this sum- 
mer, it is important to be 
aware of potential harmful 
algal blooms (HABs) caused 
by cyanobacteria, which can 
have an impact on the health 
of people and animals. Also 
called blue-green algae, 
cyanobacteria are a natural 
part of Michigan lakes, 
rivers and ponds. However, 
some cyanobacteria produce 
toxins, called cyanotoxins, 
that can make people and an- 
imals sick if they grow to 
form HABs. 

HABs in Michigan usually 
happen from May through 
October, with most appear- 
ing in August and Septem- 
ber. A bloom can last days or 
months. Blooms can change 
in size, severity and location 
within the same day. They 
also may disappear on a wa- 
terbody, but then form again. 

Breathing in or swallow- 
ing water containing HABs 
and their toxins may cause 
the following symptoms: 
runny eyes or nose, asthma- 
like symptoms, stomach 
pain, vomiting, diarrhea, 
weakness, numbness, 
headaches, dizziness or diffi- 
culty breathing. Skin contact 
can cause rashes, blisters 
and hives. 

“As it’s not possible to 
know if an algal bloom is 
harmful just by looking at it, 
we urge Michiganders to 
avoid discolored areas in the 
water or water that looks 
like it has algae growing on 
it,” said Dr. Joneigh Khal- 
dun, chief medical executive 
and chief deputy for health 
for MDHHS. “If you may 
have had contact with or 
swallowed water with a HAB 
and feel sick, call your doc- 
tor or Poison Control at 800- 
222-1222. If symptoms are 
severe, get emergency med- 
ical attention as soon as pos- 
sible.” 

What does a HAB look 
like? 

HABs can be many colors, 
such as green, blue-green, 
blue, brown, white, purple or 
red. HABs can look like 
scum in the water and may 
have flecks, foams, globs or 
mats floating in it. The water 
can look like it has spilled 
paint or a green sheen on the 
surface. Some HABs smell 
bad. 

Are there nontoxic blooms 
on lakes? 

Yes, green ‘filamentous’ 
algae, aquatic vegetation, 
duckweed and pollen are 
sometimes mistaken for 
cyanobacterial blooms but 
do not contain toxins. Visit 
the Harmful Algal Bloom 
Picture Guide at 
Michigan.gov/habs for ex- 
amples of HABs and other 
lake conditions mistaken for 
HABs. 

What should I do if I think 
T’ve found a HAB? 


Consult the Harmful Algal 
Bloom Picture Guide for ex- 
amples of HABs and com- 
pare to other algae and 
plants found in lakes. If you 
think you have found an 
HAB or have any suspicion, 
do not let people, livestock or 
pets in the water or near the 
shore where you see the po- 
tential HAB. Unless the 
bloom covers a large part of 
the lake, you can limit your 
risk by using a part of the 
lake with no visible accumu- 
lation of algae. Always rinse 
off people and pets after con- 
tact with any lake water. 

Follow instructions on 
posted HAB advisories or 
closings. Advisories or clos- 
ings at some beaches for bac- 
teria, such as E. coli, can also 
be issued and should be fol- 
lowed. Beach monitoring in- 
formation is available at 
Egle.state.mi.us/beach/. 

Report suspected HABs to 
the Michigan Department of 
Environment, Great Lakes, 
and Energy (EGLE) by call- 
ing 800-662-9278 or e-mailing 
AlgaeBloom@Michigan.gov. 
If possible, include pictures 
of suspected blooms. 

Should residents be con- 
cerned about threats to ani- 
mal health? 

Animals, especially dogs, 
can become ill or die after 
contact with HABs. Signs of 
illness can include vomiting, 
diarrhea, staggered walking 
and convulsions. Preventa- 
tive measures for dogs in- 
clude keeping them out of 
the water wherever surface 
scums or discolored water 
are visible, bringing along 
clean, fresh water for them 
to drink and rinsing them off 
after contact with any lake 
water. If a pet or livestock 
animal becomes sick after 
contact with lake water that 
may have had a HAB, con- 
tact a veterinarian immedi- 
ately. 

Illness in an animal due to 
exposure to a HAB is re- 
portable to the Michigan De- 
partment of Agriculture and 
Rural Development 
(MDARD). Cases can be re- 
ported by submitting a Re- 
portable Disease Form, 
located at 
Michigan.gov/dvmresources 
under “Reportable Dis- 
eases,” or by calling 800-292- 
3939.

The Health Department of 
Northwest Michigan is again 
reminding residents that 
COVID-19 is still present in 
our communities.

For homeowners aiming 
to sell their home and buy 
another, it's the classic real 
estate, which came first, 
the chicken or the egg, 
question -- buy or sell first? 

If you sell first, you may 
find yourself under a tight 
deadline to find another 
house, or be forced in tem- 
porary quarters. If you buy 
first, you may be saddled 
with two mortgage pay- 
ments for at least a couple 
months. You may need the 
money from the sale of 
your original home in 
order to pre-qualify for a 
loan for your new home. 
You may be facing a job re- 
location and need to sell 
quickly. 

There are many vari- 
ables involved; there is no 
universal correct answer. 
It basically comes down to 
your specific circum- 
stances. 

Dan Gregor, a Realtor in 
Pickerington, Ohio, says 
there is generally less pres- 
sure when you sell first. 

"It really comes down to 
risk," Gregor said. "It's 
whether you want the risk 
of owning two houses, or 
possibly none at all." 

Gregor says that if you 
have the money to make 
two mortgage payments, 
the pressure is off. But if 
you need to sell your house 
in order to qualify for a 


loan, then you have no 
choice -- you'll have to sell 
first. 

"You can write contin- 
gent contracts, but if you 
really want the home, 
you'll pay a premium -- 
that's if the seller will even 
entertain a contingent 
offer," he says. 

And if you go ahead with 
a contingent offer, then you 
may end up settling for less 
for the house you're selling 
in an effort to get it sold 
quickly. 

Gregor says for most 
people, the stress level is 
lower when you sell first. 

"You have time to get 
pre-approved for your 
mortgage and see all the 
housing options in the 
price range you'd like to 
buy," he said. 

When your selling house 
is in contract, he suggests 
you pick the three best 
homes of those you've 
viewed and prepare to 
make an offer on the one 
that best meets your needs. 

"The absolute worst that 
can happen is the right 
home isn't available," Gre- 
gor said. "You end up ina 
short-term rental with the 
cash in your pocket and 
pre-approved financing for 
the balance you need. So 
you look like a cash buyer 
when you make an offer on 
the home you finally decide 
on." 
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
